AUTHORIZING GRANT APPLICATION TO THE NYS OFFICE FOR THE AGING TO

OBTAIN LONG TERM CARE POINT OF ENTRY (NY CONNECTS) PROGRAM FUNDING

WHEREAS, the Warren Hamilton Counties Office for the Aging has been given the opportunity to

submit an application to the NYS Office for the Aging for grant funding from the NY Connects program in

the amount of Eighty-Five Thousand Eight Hundred Eighty Dollars ($85,880), which requires no County

matching funds and is one hundred percent (100%) reimbursable,  now, therefore, be it

RESOLVED, that the Warren County Board of Supervisors authorize and direct the Chairman of the

Board to execute a grant application to the NYS Office for the Aging, 2 Empire State Plaza, Albany, NY

for grant funding from the NY Connects program in an amount of Eighty-Five Thousand Eight Hundred

Eighty Dollars ($85,880) for a term commencing October 1, 2012 and terminating September 30, 2013, and

be it further

RESOLVED, that upon notification of the award of additional funding, the Chairman of the Board

of Supervisors be, and hereby is, authorized and directed to execute any and all grant documents on behalf

of the County of Warren with the New York State Office for the Aging, in regard to the receipt of grant

funds.
